Mr.    Reginald    J.    Lake, 


Portrait      Presentation      at 
a     Complimentary  Dinner. 


A  fine  tribute  was  paid  to  the  work  and 
character  of  Mr.  Reginald  J.  Lake,  late 
director  of  the  Feder.ition  of  Master  Printers, 
on  Monday  night,  at  the  Connaught  Rooms. 
The  occasion  was  the  presentation  to  him  of 
his  portrait,  painted  by  the  late  'Mr.  Arthur 
Hacker;  and  Mr.  Alfred  F.  Blades,  the  President 
of  the  Federation,  generously  provided  the 
setting  for  the  presentation  by  inviting  Mr. 
Lake's  friends  and  admirers  to  dinner.  Mr. 
Blades  does  these  things  well,  and  Monday's 
entertainment  was  a  delightful  social  func- 
tion. The  President  himself  was  in  the  chair, 
and  a  representative  assembly  of  the  master 
printers  of  the  country  included  Sir  G.  Row- 
land Blades,  Sir  W.  A.  Waterlow,  K.B  E.,  Sir 
Cecil  Harrison,  Sir  A.  Spurgeon,  General 
Bemrose,  and  Mr.  L.  H.  Blades.  Altogether 
160  guests  sat  down  to  dinner. 

Following  a  sumptuous  repast,  a  pro- 
gramme of  toasts  and  music  was  entered 
upon. 

Qlowing  Tributes. 

Mr.  Blades  was  cordially  received  on  rising 
to  pay  a  tribute  to  xMr.  Lake,  to  whom  he 
said,  that  representative  assembly  must  be  a 
great  source  of  gratification.  Mr.  Lake's  past 
record  could  not  be  surpassed,  and  his  definite 
courage  in  all  that  he  had  gone  through  filled 
every  one  of  them  with  admiration  at  the  way 
he  had  carried  on,  even  at  the  expense  of  his 
health,  now  happily  better  than  when  he  bore 
the  full  stress  of  battle.  Few  men  could  have 
exceeded  his  courage  during  the  war,  sustain- 
ing the  loss  that  he  did.  On  the  very  day  he 
suffered  the  bereavement,  he  was  found  sit- 
ting in  committee  discharging  his  duties.  Mr. 
Blades  glanced  at  the  period  of  1911,  and  to 


Mr.  Lake's  work  which  led  to  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Joint  Industrial  Council.  During 
his  time  the  membership  of  the  London  .Asso- 
ciation rose  from  300  to  850,  and  that  of  the 
Federation  from  1,380  to  3,800,  while  the 
number  of  associations  had  grown  from  55  to 
120.  (Applause.)  After  describing  Mr.  Lake 
as  a  true  English  gentleman,  the  President 
said  they  were  not  saying  goodbye  to  their 
honoured  guest,  who  had  been  elected  an 
honorary  member  of  their  Council  and  whose 
advice  they  would  always  welcome.  Mr. 
Blades  mentioned  that  in  addition  to  the 
portrait  which  they  were  presenting  to  Mr. 
Lake,  subscribers  throughout  the  country  had 
responded  in  so  gratifying  a  manner  that 
there  was  also  a  substantial  cheque  for  their 
friend.     (Applause.) 

Mr.  E.  G.  Arnold,  as  the  last  of  the  line  of 
presidents  to  work  his  full  term  of  two  years 
with  Mr.  Lake,  spoke  of  Mr.  Lake's  reforming 
influence.  He  never  thought  of  himself  but 
always  of  others.  After  applying  a  defini- 
tion of  the  perfect  gentleman  to  Mr.  Lake,  the 
speaker  recalled  the  testimony  of  one"  T.E.N.'" 
— (Laughter)— on  the  other  side  to  "  Our 
Reggie  "  during  the  191 1  upheaval. 

Mr.  A.  E.  Goodwin,  on  behalf  of  the  Federa- 
tion staff,  the  120  association  secretaries,  and 
the  12  alliance  secretaries  paid  a  tribute  to- 
Mr.  Lake,  in  whom  they  had  all  found  a  real 
friend.  To  Mr.  Lake,  the  Federation  was  a 
living  organism,  and  he  treated  it  accordingly. 
It  was  only  those  who  had  lived  and  worked 
side  by  side  and  day  by  day  with  him  who 
could  adequately  appreciate  his  unfailing 
courtesy,  and  his  readiness  to  take  the  blame 
and  the  responsibility  for  any  shortcoming  ohi 
the  part  of  any  member  of  the  staff. 
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The  Riglit  Hon.  C.  \V.  Bowerman,  P.C., 
M.P..  speaking  for  himself  and  his  colleagues 
on  the  Labour  side  of  the  trade,  described  it 
as  a  gracious  act  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Blades  and 
his  friends  to  invite  them  to  participate  m  that 
gathering.  After  remarking  that  Mr.  Lake 
had  been  connected  with  one  of  the  most 
respected  firms  of  the  City  of  London  in  its 
<lay,  the  speaker  said  if  there  was  one  thing 
that  struck  him  about  Mr.  Lake  in  the  fulfil- 


than  the  mere  interest  of  his  own  association 
or  the  attitude  of  the  "comps"  or  the  machine- 
men.  His  predominant  desire  was  that  noth- 
ing should  be  done  to  injure  what  Mr.  Lake 
rightl}^  termed  the  printing  interest  of  London 
and  the  country,  and  on  behalf  of  his  (Mr. 
Bowerman's)  side  of  the  table  he  would  say 
that  they  also  had  no  desire  or  intention  of 
doing  anything  that  would  permanently  or 
even  temporarily  injure  the  trade.  (Applause.)

■ment  of  his  office,  it  was  this,  that  however 
■strong  his  feeling  might  have  been  on  behalf 
of  master  printers  when  an  acute  question  was 
being  discussed,  he  had  a  very  happy  knack 
■of  disguising  the  strength  of  his  feeling, 
Hlthough  he  always  rigidly  maintained  the 
position  of  his  own  association.  The  fact 
that  struck  him  was  Mr.  Lake's  strong  regard 
for  the  interest  of  the  trade  as  a  trade  rather 


.Mr.  Lake  had  well  earned  and  well  deserved 
the  honour  which  his  colleagues  were  con- 
ferring upon  him  that  night. 

Unveilins;  the   Portrait. 

Mr.  Blades  then  unveiled  the  portrait, 
which  is  painted  in  oils  on  a  very  large  canvas 
and  handsomely  framed.  On  a  tablet  ap- 
peared the  following  inscription  :— "  Presenta- 
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tion  portrait  to  Reginald  J.  Lake,  subscribed 
by  members  of  the  Federation  of  Master 
Printers'  and  Allied  Trades  of  the  United 
Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland. 
Chairman  of  the  Master  Printers'  Association 
1894,  President  of  the  Federation  1904-5, 
Director  of  the  Federation  1910-19.  'He  left 
the  craft  better  than  he  found  it.'  " 

The  toast  of  Mr.  Lake's  health  was  endorsed 
with  musical  honours  and  cheers,  and  a 
further  ovation  was  accorded  Mr.  Lake  upon 
rising  to  respond. 

Speaking  with  some  emotion,  Mr.  Lake  said 
he  had  no  adequate  words  to  express  his 
thanks  and  appreciation  of  the  splendid  re- 
ception they  had  given  him  and  of  what  had 
been  said  about  him.  He  went  on  to  thank 
Mr.  Blades  not  only  for  his  reference  to  him 
that  night,  but  for  the  many  acts  of  kindness 
in  the  past,  and  for  organismg  that  function, 
so  gratifying  to  him.  What  Mr.  Arnold  had 
said  was  a  repetition  of  what  he  had  so  kindly 
uttered  before.  It  was  particularly  gratifying 
to  have  Mr.  Goodwin  voicing  the  warm  feel- 
ings which  the  members  of  the  staff  enter- 
tained for  him.  It  was  said  that  no  man  was 
a  hero  to  his  valet.  He  felt,  at  any  rate,  that 
he  was  not,  and  could  not  be  a  hero  to 
his  secretary  and  those  who  worked  with 
him  at  24,  Holborn  ;  but  that  they  thought 
kindly  of  him  was  no  slight  gratification. 
(Applause.)  Above  all,  he  wished  to  thank 
Mr.  Bowerman,  and  it  was  a  real  delight  to 
him  to  feel  that  he  and  his  colleagues  har- 
boured only  kindly  feelings  to  him  now.  He 
had  many  friends  among  those  whom  he  had 
faced  across  the  table  in  trade  negotiations, 
and  they  were  not  limited  to  the  "  T.E.N.," 
and  he  hoped  to  all  of  them  he  should  be 
"Our  Reggie"  to  the  end  of  the  chapter. 
(Hear,  hear,  and  applause  )  In  the  bitterness 
of  giving  up  a  loved  work,  he  was  glad  to 
carry  into  retirement  the  esteem  of  those  with 
whom  he  had  been  associated  and  with  whom 
he  had  striven  for  the  benefit  and  the  good  of 
the  craft.  In  the  changing  times  through 
which  they  were  passing,  it  was  a  great  satis- 
faction tohim  to  feel  that  in  those  who  were 
coming  after  him  at  24.  Holborn  the  new 
scheme  which  had  been  inaugurated  was 
being  operated  for  the  benefit  of  their  trade, 
and  that  the  future  of  the  trade  would  be 
assured  by  those  to  whose  hands  it  was  en- 
trusted and  through  those  who,  from  all  parts 
of  the  country,  at  the  sacrifice  of  their  own 
time  and  leisure,  and  also  at  their  own  ex- 
pense, worked  on  behalf  of  the  Federation 
and  the  trade.     (Applause.) 

The  Craft  01  Printing. 
Mr.  R.  A.  Austen-Leigh,  submitting  the 
toast  of  the  "  Craft  of  Printing,"  paid  a 
tribute  to  Mr.  Lake's  work  or  behalf  of  the 
London  Association.  Up  to  about  the  year 
.916  or  1917  Mr.  Lake  was  the  only  official 
whom  they  had  working  for  the  London 
Association,  and  since  his  retirement  they  had 
not  only  to  appoint  a  secretary,  but  an  assist- 
ant secretary,  and  an  organising  secretary, 
and  they  were  on  the  look  out  for  another 
secretary.  That  would  give  them  some  idea 
of  the  over-work  Mr.  Lake  put  in  on  behalf  of 


master  printers.  The  speaker  went  on  to 
draw  a  distinction  between  the  craftsmen  and 
the  manufacturers  in  the  printing  trade,  to 
strike  a  serious  note  in  regard  to  the  enormous 
increase  in  the  cost  of  printing  to-day,  and 
closed  with  an  eloquent  tribute  to  Dr.  J. 
Maclehose,  whom  he  described  as  the  eminent 
printer  of  the  University  of  Glasgow. 

Dr.  Maclehose,  in  reply,  acknowledged  the 
scholarship  and  learning  which  character- 
ised the  assistance  he  had  received  from  Mr. 
Lake  in  a  particular  piece  of  printing  which 
required  to  be  done  many  years  ago.  Dr. 
Maclehose  urged  that  the  rush  of  work  which 
had  followed  the  termination  of  the  war 
should  not  obscure  their  vision  in  approach- 
ing the  troublous  and  difficult  years  which 
were  in  front  of  them. 

A   Generous  Host. 

Mr.  Harry  Cooke  proposed  the  toast  of 
"  Our  Host,"  and  acknowledged  the  gener- 
osity of  Mr.  Blades,  not  only  on  that  occasion, 
but  during  the  whole  course  of  his  presidency 
of  the  Federation  of  Master  Printers.  Master 
printers  throughout  the  country  were  in- 
debted to  him  tor  all  his  arduous  work. 

Mr.  Edgar  Waterlow  supported  the  toast, 
which  was  accorded  musical  honours. 

Mr.  Blades  was  received  with  cheers  on 
rising  to  respond,  and  attributed  the  position 
he  held  to-day  in  the  printing  world  to  the 
fact  that  he  had  had  a  good  father  and  a  good 
mother.  The  work  he  had  done  for  the 
Federation  and  the  Association  was  prompted 
by  a  love  of  the  craft.  He  added  that  it  had 
been  the  greatest  pleasure  in  his  life  to  engi- 
neer that  dinner  in  honour  of  Mr.  Lake.  In 
conclusion,  the  President  offered  a  cordial 
welcome  to  Mr.  Meredith  VVhittaker. 

During  the  evening  an  excellent  musical 
programme  was  provided  under  the  direction 
of  Mr.  Lome  Wallet,  the  artistes  being  Miss 
Olive  Sturgess  and  Messrs.  Robert  Ganthony, 
Arthur  Helmore  and  Alan  Adair.  The  sou- 
venir programme  was  worthy  of  the  occasion. 
The  initials  of  Mr.  Lake  appeared  in  colours 
on  the  front  and  a  half-tone  reproduction  of 
the  portrait  adorned  the  interior. 
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Shareholders  of  John  Bull  Limited  have 
received  a  proposal  for  the  amalgamation  of 
their  journals,  "John  Bull"  and  "  Every- 
woman's "  with  the  business  of  Odhams 
Limited,  whose  publications,  including  "  The 
Passing  Show,'"  "  Kinomatograph  Weekly," 
"  Pan,'  "  Pictures,"  and  "The  Ideal  Home," 
"  The  National  News  "  and  "  Sunday  Evening 
Telegram,"  will  also  be  includted  in  the  com- 
bination. 

The  combined  company  will  be  called  the 
Odhams  Press  Limited,  with  a  capital  of 
£"1,500,000,  of  which  a  little  over  £1,000,000 
will  be  issued.  Mr.  Bottomley  will  continue 
to  edit  "  John  Bull."  Mr.  J.  S.  Elias,  who  has 
been  associated  with  the  success  of  both 
businesses  for  many  years,  will  be  managing 
director  of  the  new  company. 
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Notable  Example  of  Book-Production. 


Some  years  ago— in  our  issue  ol  June  24th, 
1915,  to  be  precise— we  published  a  rather 
curious  little  article  on  "The  Lost  Art  of 
making  Books."  by  Mr.  Dard  Hunter,  of 
Chillicothe,  Ohio,  Lf.S.A.  In  this  article  there 
was  advanced  the  startling  contention  that 
the  true  book-producer  or  maker  of  books, 
was  extinct,  those  who  now  call  themselves 
book-producers  being  merely  book  printers. 
It  was  urged  that  the  modern  book  repre- 
sents a  "conglomeration  of  ideas  and  work- 
manship." and  that  in  order  to  obtain  the 
ideal  book — which  should  be  a  consistent  and 
harmonious  unity  with  a  distinct  personality 
of  its  own — its  producer  must  be  not  only  a 
printer  but  also  a  typefounder  and  a  paper- 
maker,  so  that  the'  whole  book  should  be 
fashioned  in  every  detail  by  but  a  single 
hand. 

A   Unique   Volume. 

That  in  putting  forward  these  rather  original 
views  he  had  the  courage  of  his  convictions, 
and  also  the  indefatigable  enthusiasm  and 
energy  requisite  for  carrying  his  theory  into 
practice,  Mr.  Hunter  has  now  proved  by  pro- 
ducing what  comes  very  near  to  being,  in  the 
fullest  sense,  a  one-man  book.  It  is  a  pity, 
from  one  point  of  view,  that  the  essay  chosen 
for  printing  on  this  occasion  is  not  of  Mr. 
Hunter's  own  composition  (he  is  quite  equal 
to  the  task  of  writing  something  worthy  of 
production  in  book  form)  —  although,  of 
course,  the  question  of  literary  authorship  is 
clearly  distinct  from  the  matter  of  book- 
producing  craftsmanship,  with  which  latter 
alone  Mr.  Hunter  is  here  concerned.  The  text 
of  this  unique  volume  consists  of  an  essay  en- 
titled "The  Etching  of  Contemporary  Life," 
written  by  Mr.  Frank  Weitenkampf,  the 
curator  of  prints  in  the  New  York  Public 
Library.  This  is  produced  in  ten  printed 
pages  (including  an  ornamental  two-coloured 
title-page  and  a  page  bearing  a  short  "  Fore- 
word ")  twelve  leaves  being  comprised  in  the 
book,  each  measuring  about  8  inches  wide 
by  III  inches  deep.  The  wrapping  is  in  very 
neat  brown  paper  boards  with  white  parch- 
ment back.  The  paper  of  which  the  book  is 
composed,  is  a  very  handsome  cream  hand- 
made;  though  slightly  spotty  in  the  look- 
through,  it  is  a  pleasure  to  behold  and  a  joy 
to  handle.  The  paper  bears  Mr.  Hunter's  own 
watermark  and  is  also  watermarked  with  the 
seal  of  the  Chicago  Society  of  Etchers  for 
whom  the  work  was  produced-the  water- 
marking, by  the  way,  being  done  in  such  very 
ihorough-going  fashion  that  the  marks  can 
not  only  be  seen  at  a  glance  but  also  felt. 
The  tvpe  is  of  about  i8-point  body,  beautiful 
in  form,  somewhat  similar  to  a  good  old-face 
specimen,  but  with  some  slightly  fanciful  fea- 
tures, bolder,  and  without  the  machine-made 
exactitude  of  regularity  to  which  we  are  now- 


adays accustomed— though  excellently  aligned 
and  constituting  on  the  whole  a  face  both 
artistic  and  distinctive. 

How    It  was   Produced. 

Of  this  production  Mr.  Hunter  writes: 
"  Instead  of  starting  out  to  print  a  book  with 
type  and  paper,  my  materials  were  linen  and 
cotton  rags,  pig  lead,  antimony,  tin,  copper 
and  steel.  All  of  these  materials  were  pur- 
chased in  the  crude  form  and  from  them  I 
made  the  paper  by  hand,  cut  the  punches  for 
the  type,  struck  the  matrices  and  cast  the  type 
in  a  mould  1  made  myself  patterned  after  one 
of  the  eighteenth  century  given  me  by  Mr. 
Caslon,  of  London.  The  book  was  printed 
from  mv  own  make  of  ink,  and  on  my  hand 
press  of 'the  Ben  Franklin  type.  The  time  it 
required  to  make  the  type  was  about  three 
years,  so  the  book  (two  hundred  and  fifty 
copies)  really  occupied  the  greater  part  of  five 
years'  time.  In  the  paper  mill  I  had  no  help 
whatever,  nor  did  I  in  the  type  or  printing. 
The  paper  was  made  by  using  the  same  appli- 
ances and  methods  that  were  used  in  the  six- 
teenth century.  As  you  can  readily  see,  the 
project  was  not  a  financial  one,  and  I  did  the 
work  solely  to  prove  to  myself  (and  others) 
that  such  a  book  could  be  produced.  As  near 
as  can  be  traced,  this  is  the  first  book  ever 
made  in  ite  entirety  by  one  person,  in  the  his- 
tory of  printing."

An  excellent  meal  was  served 
by  Messrs.  Tettamenti  and  Vanoni,and  at  the 
concert  which  followed  Miss  Lily  Walbrook, 
Miss  Minnie  Featherstone.  Mr.  Henry  Feather- 
stone,  Mr.  Seabright,  Mr.  Bay  Hicks,  and  Mr. 
Fred  Jan,  junr.,  delighted  their  enthusiastic 
audience. 

Mr.  Henry  Featherstone  proposed  the  toast 
of  "The  Imperial  Forces  "  and  the  boys  of 
"The  Fleet  "with  his  customary  eloquence, 
and  Mr.  W.  H.  Walbrook,  the  managing 
director,  in  responding  to  the  toast  of  "  The 
Chairman,"  reminded  his  hearers  that  as  each 
man  joined  up  he  had  given  him  a  definite 
promise  that  his  post  should  be  open 
for  him  when  he  returned.  All  had  done 
well ;  several  had  gained  splendid  distinc- 
tions, and  all  (except  those  poor  lads  who 
would  never  return,  and  one  or  two  who  had 
elected  to  remain  in  the  Army)  were  now 
happily  back  at  their  old  jobs  in  their  old 
firm,  which,  he  was  proud  to  say,  was  one  of 
the  most  harmonious-working  in  the  great 
City  of  London.     (Applause.)

A  few  friends  are  endeavour- 
ing to  set  Mr.  Lynch  up  in  business  again, 
and  are  appealing  for  subscriptions  for  the 
purchase  of  paper  and  ink. 

At  the  funeral  of  Mr.  J.  Albert  Causton, 
managing  director  of  Sir  Joseph  Causton  and 
Sons,  Limited,  at  Norwood  Cemetery,  the 
mourners  were  many.  Mr.  R.J.  Lake  attended 
on  behalf  of  the  Federation  of  Master  Prin- 
ters ;  and  there  were  present  the  heads  of  all 
departments  and  members  of  the  staffs  of  Sir 
Joseph  Causton  and  Sons  at  9,  Eastcheap, 
E.C.,  and  the  works  in  Clapham-road,  S.W. 

It  has  been  reported  to  the  Market  Bos- 
worth  Rural  Council  that  a  sanatorium  is  to 
be  erected  at  VVellesborough,  near  Bosworth. 
for  the  National  Society  of  Operative  Printers 
and  Assistants,  and  plans  of  a  temporary 
building,  until  the  permanent  structure  is 
erected,  have  been  approved.  The  chairman 
said  that  Lord  Northcliffe  was  interested  in 
the  scheme  and  the  buildings  of  the  sana- 
torium would  be  such  as  they  would  be 
proud  of. 

A  verdict  of  "  Guilty  "  was  returned  at  the 
Central  Criminal  Court  before  Mr.  Justice 
Salter,  when  the  trial  was  concluded  of 
Sidney  Harold  Morse,  30,  engineer,  formerly  a 
contractor  to  the  Stationery  Office,  and 
Daniel  Henry  Rogers,  54,  a  Government 
official,  on  the  indictment,  under  the  Preven- 
tion of  Corruption  Act,  charging  Morse  ^vith 
giving,  and  Rogers  with  using,  a  document 
containing  false  statements  intended  to 
deceive  in  relation  to  a  contract  with  H.M. 
Stationery  Office.  The  defendants  were  also 
charged  with  conspiring  to  defraud  the  King 
in  the  matter.  Mr.  Justice  Salter  sentenced 
Morse  to  18  months'  imprisonment  in  the 
second  division— that  was  to  say,  nine  months 
on  the  bribery  charge  and  nine  months  on  the 
other  charge.  He  sentenced  Rogers  to  nine 
months'  imprisonment  in  the  second  division. 

General  regret  is  felt  in  journalistic  and 
Parliamentary  circles  at  the  news  of  the 
death  from  heart  failure,  of  Mr.  Spencer  Leigh 
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Hughes,  M.P.,  for  Stockport.  Of  his  journal- 
istic work  his  "Sub  Rosa"  column  which 
appeared  for  many  years  in  the  old  Morning 
Leader  did  most  to  bring  him  renown  and 
popularity. 

The  Merchandise  Marks  Committee  met 
again  on  two  days  last  week  amongst  those 
giving  evidence  being  a  representative  of  the 
Fine  Art  Trade  Guild. 

The  February  number  of  "  Oyez  Notes," 
the  house  journal  of  the  Solicitors'  Law 
Stationery  Society,  contains  much  interesting 
matter,  both  original  and  selected. 

LoKD  Russell  of  Liverpool  died  at  the  age 
of  85.  He  started  his  journalistic  career  on 
the  Islington  Gazette  at  a  salary  of  a  guinea 
and  a-half  weekly,  and  had  been  editor  of  the 
Liverpool  Daily  Post  smce  1869.

Alu- 
minotype stereos  are  used  in  the  United 
States  for  some  kinds  of  heavy  work,  such  as 
colour-printing  on  fabric  sacks  and  paper 
bags,  also  to  a  certain  extent  for  such  letter- 
press work  as  directory  printing  in  cases  where 
the  immense  runs  required  demand  a  printing 
surface  of  extraordinary  durability.

This  fact  seems  to  be 
overlooked  by  many  who  have  not  troubled 
to  work  out  the  figures  for  themselves.

allowance  for  the  average  lost  time  of  each 
employee,  which,  although  he  may  pay  for  it 
himself,  amounts  to  a  loss  in  production  of  at 
least  another  hour  per  week.

Current  Topics. 

The  44°Hours  Conference. 

The  conference  with  reference  to  the  re- 
•quest  for  a  further  reduction  of  the  working 
week  from  48  to  44^  hours,  took  place  on  Tues- 
day last.  The  chair  was  occupied  by  Mr. 
Alfred  F.  Blades,  president  of  the  Master 
'Printers'  Federation,  and  the  newspaper  pro- 
prietors' organisations  for  the  provinces  were 
fully  represented.  The  Right  Hon.  C.  W. 
Bowerman  occupied  the  vice  chair,  and  pre- 
sented the  case  for  the  trade  unions,  and  ex- 
pressed their  appreciation  of  the  generous 
characterof  the  agreement  arrived  at  in  March, 
19x9,  but  pointed  out  that  at  their  adminis- 
trative council  it  was  felt  that  the  hours  could 
be  still. further  reduced  to  eight  hours  for  five 
•days  in  the  week  and  four  hours  on 
Saturday,  and  that  this  would  not  inflict 
■any  serious  injury  on  the  trade.  Mr. 
Blades,  in  reply,  intimated  that  the 
employers  w«re  unanimous  in  their  opinion 
that  the  reduction  in  hours  and  increases  in 
wages  had  made  the  cost  of  printing  so  high 
that  they  had  good  evidence  that  orders  had 


been  considerably  curtailed,  and  Mr.  Goodwin 
gave  instances  from  all  parts  of  the  country. 
A  number  of  speakers  took  part  in  the  dis- 
cussion, and  it  w^as  finally  decided  that  the 
views  of  the  employers  should  be  submitted 
to  the  Administrative  Council  of  the  Printing 
and  Kindred  Trades  Federation  which  meets 
m  April  next.

A  Customer  Critic. 
F.^CED  with  notice  of  increased  printers" 
charges,  the  Investors'  Review  asserts  that  the 
piling  up  of  all  advanced  costs  upon  the 
owners  of  journals  cannot  proceed  much 
further  without  driving  many  papers  out  of 
existence.  After  complaining  of  the  workers' 
attitude— even  the  humble  capitalist  who 
works  that  he  may  live  being  regarded  as  an 
enemy  to  be  stripped,  not  a  comrade  to  be 
helped— the  writer  of  this  lament  relents  so 
far  as  to  remark  that,  in  view  of  the  increasing 
demands  which  soaring  costs  of  living  make 
upon  the  workmen,  "  We  must  not  be  hard 
upon  these  men.  They  are  not  worse  than 
their  neighbours,  perhaps  not  so  bad  as 
many  upper  strata  '  profiteers.'  .  .  .  They 
are  not  really  to  be  blamed,  are  perhaps  no 
more  selfish  than  those  who  employ  them. 
Indeed,  what  most  strikes  the  bystander  who 
looks  at  these  movements  is  the  war  of  selfish- 
ness which  they  exhibit."  When  the  printer 
told  the  Investors'  Revieiv  that  charges  were 
to  be  increased,  he  considerately  suggested 
that  the  rise  in  cost  should  be  passed  on  to 
the  journal's  clients.  "  This  is  all  very  well,"  is 
the  retort,  "  but  how  if  it  should  be  unfair  to  do 
that,  as  well  as  inexpedient  ?  We  have  already 
raised  prices  for  advertisements  about  as  far 
as  we  feel  it  just  to  do  so,  and  as  for  the  price 
of  the  paper  itself,  it  is  not,  in  our  opinion, 
really  worth  more  to  many  of  its  readers  than 
the  sixpence  charged  for  it.  Already  sub- 
scribers suffer  through  curtailments  of  the 
variety  of  information  formerly  given,  also 
through  the  smallness  of  the  type  now  em- 
ployed on  various  sections  of  the  paper,  or  in 
other  ways,  and  why  should  they  be  punished 
still  further  by  an  addition  to  the  price?" 
The  thought  which  the  Revieiv  holds  in  mind 
as  it  philosophically  awaits  developments  is 
this  :  '■  We  must  accept  things  as  they  are  and 
do  the  best  we  can  until  the  storm  blows 
over.  If  we  fail  to  endure  we  alone  will  not 
be  the  sufferers,  and  when  work  is  stopped,  as 
the  Brinsmead  firm  stopped  their  piano 
factory,  the  compositors  and  machinists, 
binders,  folders,  and  others  of  the  multitude 
of  the  employees  of  a  printing  office,  will 
probably  have  to  go  'back  to  the  land'  or 
starve."

"  Emaricdulfe  "  sonnets  (the  anagram  on  the 
name  of  the  patroness,  Marie  Cufeld)  ;  and 
(5)  a  completely  unknown  continuation  of 
"  Lucrece,"  written  in  1600  by  Shakespeare's 
admirer,  the  versatile  Thomas  Middleton, 
under  the  title  of  the  "  Ghost  of  Lucrece."

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On  this  subject  the  following  agreement 
has  been  arrived  at  between  the  London 
Master  Printers'  Association  and  the  National 
Union  of  Printing  and  Paper  Workers  as  to 
the  limitation  of  overtime  for  regular  'stab 
hands,  the  agreement  being  dated  February 
13th  :  — 

Regular  'Stab  iiands. 

"  No  member  who  is  in  constant  employ- 
ment shall  be  allowed  to  do  any  work  what- 
ever for  another  employer,  or  more  than  one 
night  (or  8  hours  overtime)  in  a  week  (such 
week  to  be  reckoned  the  working  week  of  the 
firm  where  member  is  employed)  for  his  own 
employer,  except  in  cases  of  emergency  or  for 
special  work  which  could  not  be  done  by  a 
fresh  hand  or  jobbing  hand.  A  member 
working  all  night  and  losing  the  following 
day  shall  be  taken  as  having  worked  8  hours 
overtime. 

•'  No  member  of  the  above  Union  who  is 
jobbing  shall  be  allowed  to  do  more  than  56 
hours  in  any  week. 

"  For  the  purpose  of  this  Agreement,  a  day 
shall  count  10  hours;  half  a  day  5  hours;  a 
nighi  12  hours;  half  a  night  (where  worked) 
6  hours. 

"  It  is  further  agreed  that  the  Union  under- 
takes to  make  special  arrangements  in  the 
case  of  houses  engaged  on  weekly  periodical 
work  where  such  are  found  necessary.  Such 
special  arrangements  to  apply  to  the  houses 
concerned,  and  not  to  be  considered  appli- 
cable to  any  other  firm  without  an  under- 
standing with  the  Printing  and  Paper 
Workers'  Union."

Early  last  week  very  considerable  damage 
was  caused  by  fire  to  the  City  offices 
of  Messrs.  W.  V.  Bowater  and  Sons,  Ltd., 
papermakers'  agents  and  wholesale  stationers. 
The  fire,  which  broke  out  at  midnight  in  the 
basement,  spread  very  rapidly  and  the  build- 
ing was  nearly  burned  out,  parts  of  the  top 
and  second  floors  only  escaping  injury.  For- 
tunately, the  books  and  records  were  saved, 
and  there  was  little  paper  stored  on  the  pre- 
mises. Thus,  altliough  the  damage  amounts 
to  a  very  considerable  sum,  the  dislocation  of 
business  has  not  been  so  serious  as  was 
feared,  the  offices  being  temporarily  removed 
to  the  premises  of  the  firm  at  83,  Commercial- 
road,  Lambeth,  London,  S.E.i.  Telephone 
Nos.  Hop  820  and  4785. 

Messrs.  Bowater  have  received  many  offers 
of  temporary  accommodation  and  letters  of 
sympathy  from  friends  in  the  paper  trade,  for 
which  they  are  very  grateful. 

The  scenes  during  the  fire  were  of  a  very 
exciting  character.  From  all  the  City  fire 
stations  motor  engines  were  sent  on  when  the 
first  alarm  was  received  and,  on  a  district 
call,  which  speedily  followed,  additional 
assistance  was  forthcoming  from  stations  out- 
side the  City  area.  The  fire  attracted  large 
crowds  to  the  vicinity,  necessitating  the 
attendance  of  a  strong  force  of  the  City  police.
